It has been 
necessary for us to think in new 
terms. It took us months to see our 
danger and the danger to democracy 
and to civilization. We must act 
faster in the future, or might may 
win the world. How many Ameri- 
cans realize today that unless we 
ut Serbia back on her feet, every 
square foot of her, territory Serbian 
territory again, we will have lost the 
war and Germany will have won it. 
Germany started this war to get Ser- 
bia. 

“Our immediate pressing duty is 
to see that the peoples and armies 
ot Great Britain, France and Italy 
are ted, so that they will not col-

lapse as Russia and as Finland have |} 


done because of the disorganization 
due to German Propaganda, injustice 
and above all, lack of food. It is 
imeprative that we save and send 
wheat and other foods, absolutely re- 
quired in Europe during the months 
before the next harvest. We cannot 
dot it unless we stop using them 
here. We muts realize that food is 
the weapon with which America is 
going to be able to maintain a po- 


sition in this war long enough to 
win it 
“We aer not asking that food be 


saved to save money, but to save the 
lives that will win the war. Think 
of our problem when you realize that 
the limit upon our export of wheat 
has reduced the bread allowance of 
the French people to practically two- 
thirds of that hitherto maintained. 
“This is no time to talk of money 
or of profits, for the world is using 
medium of exchange today, 
to obtain that libery, free- 
dom and justice, which_it demands, 
TAhat medium of evchange is the 
precious blood of men and boys, the 
be-t that we have, and we are sending 
them by the hundreds, yes the hun- 
dreds of thousands.

Koppel and Kane saw an overturn- 
‘ed boat offshore with a man clinging 
to it. Fastening themselves togeth- 
er with a heaving line, they wad d 
out to a ledge. A heavy surf was 
breaking on them, but they swam to 
another ledge farther out, which was 
partly under water but closer to 
Foss. From this oint they heaved 
a line to Foss, who had sufficient 
strength to make’ it fast. By this 
means they dragged him to the ledge 
on which they had a footing, but 
the surf was too rough for them to
